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Town will consult before moving on annexation

Didsbury Town Council is looking to move quickly 
on a recently completed Annexation and Infrastruc¬ 
ture Policy done by Infrastructure Systems Ltd (ISL). 

Town Council wants to set up two meetings in the 
immediate future which they believe will help them 
shed some light on the direction they should go in 
regards to the report. 

The first meeting will be with ISL who will go 
through the report with the Town to answer ques¬ 
tions and explain the results of the study. 

The second meeting would be held with people who 
are candidates for having their land annexed by the 
Town so the situation could be discussed with those 
who would be directly affected by a Town decision to 
expand. 

Landowners that could be affected have already re¬ 


ceived a letter in their mailboxes explaining the issue 
to them. 

As part of the deal with ISL, consulting with the 
Town is part of the price tag of the study. 

The report found that the Town has enough land 
to sustain an annual three per cent growth for the 
next 19 years. It is recommended to the Town, how¬ 
ever, that a 30 year bank of land is standard. 

The report recommends that a minumum of 60 ha. 
of additional land will be needed to accomodate a 30- 
year residential growth requirement at a growth rate 
of three percent. T he Town's current residential land 
supply totals approximately 100 ha. (230 acres) in six 
areas. The report also stated that assuming the will¬ 
ingness of landowners to develop, there is sufficient 
land presently within Town limits to accomodate resi¬ 
dential development 

Councillors around the table seemed in consensus 


that the report was well-done and should fit in with 
future Town plans. At the same time some want to 
move carefully through the issue before implement¬ 
ing plans. 

"I think we still need to take a closer look at it," 
said Councillor Clem Kuelker. 

If the Town decided to annex land it would be an¬ 
other lengthy process. Town of Didsbury CAO Evan 
Parliament said that there is about a six-month wait¬ 
ing period for an application to be received, and com¬ 
pletion could take an additional year. 

Planning and Development Officer Robert Wigg said 
it would be important to discuss the issue with other 
local governments like the County of Mountain View 
and Chinook's Edge School Board. 

The report was commissioned by the Town a year 
and a half ago at the price of $38,000. 

The report was passed as information only.

grass had to be cut in a meas¬ 
urement unit and wondered if 
the bylaw would be effective in 
a discrepancy. 

Wigg said that if such a case 
arose it could be up to a court 
to decide. 

Kuelker also wondered 
about appropriate fencing and 
what would be considered as 
being acceptable. Wigg re¬ 
sponded that would be taken 
care of at the development 
stage and should not be a prob¬ 
lem.

Volunteers will be charged 
for criminal record checks

The Town of Didsbury ap¬ 
proved a motion last week 
that will allow the Didsbury 
RCMP to charge volunteers 
for Criminal Record Checks. 

Due to the amount of time 
it is taking support staff to 
complete checks for volun¬ 
teers, the Town has decided 
to charge for the service. 

RCMP say that a standard 
Criminal Record Check of 
someone who has been in the 
detachment area for more 
than five years takes 20-30 
minutes of support staff time. 

"During this time the staff 
must attend the front coun¬ 
ter, explain the form and the 
requirement of same, collect 
funds if the subject is getting 
the clearance for employ¬ 
ment," stated a summary sub¬ 
mitted from the Didsbury 
RCMP to the Town. "The staff 
must then access three differ¬ 
ent data bases in order to 
glean the required informa¬ 
tion for the appropriate 
checks. The form must be en¬ 


dorsed by the staff member 
and contact of the applicant 
made to advise that the check 
has been completed and the 
results were negative." 

The summary goes on to 
say that a positive 'possible' 
hits are made, then further 
investigation is required. 

Further investigation may 
be necessary on certain quar¬ 
ries. 

Listed in the summary by 
the RCMP were groups that 
could be affected by the new 
fee. Coaches of sports teams, 
leaders of clubs like 4-H, 
Health Authority Support 
Staff, Nurses, Student Volun¬ 
teers, janitors, school staff, 
bus drivers, church groups 
and volunteer fire department 
staff will be required to pay 
for necessary criminal checks. 

Volunteer Services Coordi¬ 
nator at the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal Dawna Faryna said she is 
disappointed that a charge is 
going to be levied against lo¬ 
cal volunteers. She believes 
the checks are important, but 
feels charging for volunteers, 


will hurt numbers. 

"Volunteers already give 
their time, interests and ex¬ 
perience to help and enhance 
community programs. Now 
they have to give up the cost 
of a criminal record check," 
she said adding that a record 
check is a benefit in protect¬ 
ing clients, residents and pa¬ 
tients from volunteers that 
might have a criminal record. 

Municipalities such as 
Drumheller, Strathmore and 
Three Hills still allow for free 
criminal record checks for 
volunteers. 

The summary states the 
number of groups, organiza¬ 
tions and employers requiring 
criminal record checks is 
growing daily. 

Over the past year, Dids¬ 
bury RCMP conducted 533 
checks. Of those 199 were 
paid employment' related, 
leaving 354 'non-paying' ap¬ 
plicants that were either stu¬ 
dents or volunteers. 

Money derived from the 
checks will go back to the 
Town of Didsbury.

Common-law couple arrested 


for fight at bank 

Business at a local bank 
was interrupted last Thurs¬ 
day when Fisticuffs broke out 
between a common-law cou¬ 
ple. 

Three police officers from 
the Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment arrived at the branch 
minutes after a call from the 
bank was placed to the RCMP 
because of an incident of a 
"domestic nature". 

Cst. Steve Woolnough from 
the Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment said the couple were 
fighting with each other near 
the ATM machine in the lobby 
of the bank and were still 
pressed up against the glass 
when police arrived. 

"Both of them were physi¬ 
cally fighting when we got 
there," said Woolnough add¬ 
ing that liquor was not a fac¬ 
tor in the dispute. 

The male and the female 
were both put in handcuffs 
and taken out of the bank 
without incident. The male 
was immediately put into a 
cruiser while RCMP inter¬ 
viewed the female. 

At the local detachment 
both individuals were charged 
with causing a disturbance in 
a public place by way of Fight¬ 
ing. Both were conditionally 
released at separate times 
from the detachment and are 
scheduled to appear in Dids¬ 
bury Provincial Court on Dec. 

19.

Promoting volunteerism 


The issue of increasing 
volunteerism in Didsbury came 
to the forefront just months ago 
when Councillors took the floor 
at the multi-purpose room dur¬ 
ing the election debate. 

And just months before that 
the Town made an attempt to rec¬ 
ognize those who donate their 
time locally with a Volunteer 
Gala. 

But now Town Council has 
taken a step backwards as they 
made the decision to charge volunteers for criminal record 
checks as required now by so many organizations. 

In the past volunteers needing criminal record checks 
to work in hospitals and schools received their checks for 
free. Those who needed a check for a job that paid a wage 
had to pay for it. Now everybody pays. 

Whether or not this lowers the number of volunteers in 
Didsbury remains to be seen. The move, however, does 
not promote volunteerism - a goal of Town Council since 
last term. 

An older crowd showed up at the Volunteer Gala sug¬ 
gesting that younger generations either didn’t volunteer 
or that the Town was unable to communicate with them 
properly and bring them out to the event. 

Volunteerism is the bread and buter of any community. 
Most programs in Didsbury rely heavily of volunteers and 
without them programs and services would not exist. Our 
fire-fighters, 4-H leaders, hockey coaches, hospital volun¬ 
teers, Volunteens and those who help out in a multitude of 
organizations will be asked to pay before they give their 
time. The Town cites that criminal record checks are be¬ 
coming too time-consuming for staff at the Didsbury RCMP 
detachment and that the new money from the checks will 
go to the Town of Didsbury. 

Do they expect that the charge will lesson the load on 
the police because fewer will want to volunteer? Will the 
money generated go to hiring a new staff member to han¬ 
dle the load of criminal record checks? 

The move certainly will not help the volunteer situa¬ 
tion in Didsbury. And if it doesn’t hurt the numbers, noth¬ 
ing has been solved at the local RCMP detachment.

Increase in long-term care 
accommodation charges

Alberta's long-term care facilities provide 
a variety of services for many senior citizens 
and other individuals who need a high level 
of continuing care. In addition to housing and 
food, these services include professional health 
and personal care, drugs and support serv¬ 
ices ranging from financial services to recrea¬ 
tional programs. 

All residents of long-term care facilities 
share in the cost of the care they receive, 
through accommodation charges Those 
charges have been held at the same level since 
1994. 

Since 1994. the things we use in our daily 
lives have become more expensive, including 
basic necessities like food and utilities Infla¬ 
tion has also had an impact on long-term care 
facility operators, and they have had to work 
hard to maintain the quality of the care they 
provide and their facilities. The lack of in¬ 
creases in accommodation charges has made 
this challenging. 

In recognition of the need to adjust accom¬ 
modation charges to today's costs, the gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta is increasing rates by 14 
per cent effective January 1, 2002. This will 


provide operators with additional revenue to 
maintain and improve care facilities. The in¬ 
crease amounts to $28.22 per day for a stand¬ 
ard bed (4-person room), $29.93 for a semi¬ 
private bed and $32.60 for a private bed. The 
government will continue to subsidize ap¬ 
proximately 70 per cent of the cost of a long¬ 
term care bed. 

The increases will effect long-term residents 
differently. To offset the impact on low income 
seniors, the Alberta Seniors Benefit program 
will provide additional support for long-term 
care residents who qualify for a cash benefit. 
In additon, each health region is expected to 
have a process in place to reduce or waive 
charges in cases of financial hardship 

A low income senior in a semi private bed- 
who receives the maximum Old Age Security, 
Guaranteed Income Supplement and Alberta 
Seniors Benefit cash benefit will have $293 
for personal expenses such as laundry, hair¬ 
cuts, gifts and so on after paying accommo¬ 
dation charges each month. Those who have 
higher incomes will have more. 

This increase in rates is a reasonable meas¬ 
ure to help facility operators cope with in¬ 
creases in their costs and continue to meet 
our expectations for care.

Do we sometimes look for safety in wrong places? 


Dear Family and Friends, 

Where is it safe? We 
thought that Jos was safe, 
but we had a major distur¬ 
bance here in September. Peo¬ 
ple thought that they were 
safe in the U.S. but Septem¬ 
ber 11th proved that to be 
false. So where can anyone be 
safe? I would say that our 
safety and security is not in 
any place or situation, but it 
is in a person: Jesus Christ. 
He alone can provide safety 
even if we lose our lives. Now 
that sounds strange! Yes, but 
a belief in Jesus includes be¬ 
lieving that He knows what 
is best and controls the 
length of our lives. 

What brought this idea to 
my mind was a brief discus¬ 
sion with Janet as we walked 
to the library. She said that 
some people feel that there is 
no place safe in Nigeria so the 
Senior Class is planning to go 
to Ghana (two countries 
away) for their senior trip. To 
my way of thinking Ghana is 
no safer or more dangerous 
than Nigeria, or any other 


place, for that matter. 

I just returned from a trip 
to visit our other missionar¬ 
ies here in Nigeria. I traveled 
just over 2000 kilometers last 
week and some of the roads 
were fairly hazardous, but I 
was kept safe. I take precau¬ 
tions when I travel: I make 
sure that the car is in good 
condition; I remain alert 
while driving and don’t drive 
in the dark; I slow down for 
bad stretches of road (which 
in some cases is most of the 
road!); I pray before and dur¬ 
ing my journeys. But despite 
any precautions that I might 
take, the Lord is my safety. 

While I was gone the UPS 
for the computer failed, so 
Janet was without the com¬ 
puter for most of the week. 
However, she was safe and 
had no long-lasting symp¬ 
toms, except maybe with¬ 
drawal from no FreeCell for 
almost a whole week. So 
maybe 1 need to say what I 
understand as safety. The dic¬ 
tionary is right here: “free¬ 
dom from danger, risk, or in-

jury.” By that definition even 
I would say that there is no 
safety any place, not after 
what we’ve seen in the last 
few months. 1 would rather 
define safety in Jesus as free¬ 
dom to not worry about dan¬ 
ger, risk, or injury because 
we have confidence that 
God’s will for our lives is al¬ 
ways the best. 

Janet and 1 were just talk¬ 
ing about the missionary who 
was shot and killed by armed 
robbers just outside of Jos a 
couple of years ago. Or how 
about Linda Taylor who es¬ 
caped from a burning house 
with only the clothes on her 
back. 

Were these people safe? 
Yes, because they were where 
God wanted them to be. Bob 
Wandersee was taken to 
heaven, and we believe that’s 
where God wanted him to be. 
Does this kind of belief re¬ 
quire faith? Definitely yes, 
but it takes faith to believe 
that you are safe in any place 
or situation. 

Many times I’ve been 
warned about danger when I 
tell people in North America 
that I’m going back to Ni¬ 
geria. My standard answer 
has been that there is no 
place safer than in the center

POPPY DRIVE 


Donation to Carstairs Legion 
declined by Didsbury Town Council

Didsbury Town Council has 
denied a request to donate $25 
as requested by the Carstairs 
Legion to compensate costs in¬ 
curred by the organization for 
the poppy drive in Didsbury. 

The request came from WM 
T Jepps of Didsbury in a letter, 
who also asked to be placed on 
a list of charities that receive 
funding every year. 


Town Council heard that no 
such list existed. 

Councillor Harry Penner 
thought that donating to Car¬ 
stairs Legion could lead to 
more requests such as the Olds 
Legion. 

Councillor Cheryl Dahl said 
the Town could receive requests 
from many different organiza¬ 
tions and that the Town should 
say no as a matter of principal. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker 


said he would love to give the 
Legion the money, but also be¬ 
lieved it was a matter of princi¬ 
pal in denying the request. 

It was brought up during 
discussions that the Town has 
donated $300 to the Didsbury 
High School graduating class 
on an annual basis. Only 
Councillor Watt was in favour 
of donating the money and 
made a motion to do so. The 
motion was voted down 6-1.

DRUGS IN DIDSBURY 


Experts say marijuana is on the rise locally

In the last couple of weeks the 
Didsbury RCMP have announced some 
victories in a local war against drugs. 

A grow operation was broken up 
two weeks ago and last week, RCMP 
officers pulled over two vehicles where 
a large amount of marijuana was lo¬ 
cated and siezed. Those involved have 
been charged by police. 

Living in a small town like Dids¬ 
bury is desirable because it is an es¬ 
cape from big city problems like traf¬ 
fic jams and crime. But more and more 
drugs - mostly marijuana, is prevelant 
in central Alberta communities. 

"I think that we are finding that 
we are doing more work today than 
in the past." said RCMP Constable Ron 
Platz. "We are seeing a lot more mari¬ 
juana grow operations. There weren’t 
as many as there are now ten years 
ago." 

More than ever local RCMP offic¬ 
ers are finding grow operations in 
basements within residential areas. 
And in some cases Platz is surprised 
becasue of the quantity of plants that 
are turned up in local stings. 

Platz estimate that 95 per cent of 
the drugs that are recovered by the 
RCMP is marijuana. He said it is not 
uncommon to find small amounts dur¬ 
ing routine checks. 

"We get a lot of tips about grow op¬ 
erations and that usually starts our 
investigations. I think there are more 
drugs and more people in the indus¬ 
try than there has been in the past. 
We are doing more and more work in 
drugs and drug trafficing." 

When the RC'MP is able to take 
drugs off of the street, Platz said he 
feels it is a small victory. He said the 
goal is always to make Didsbury a 
safer place to live and taking down 
an operation is reassuring. 

But with more and more operations 
there are more to break up. 

Earlier this month a local man was 
sentenced to four months in jail for 
growing pot in his house after being 
tried in Didsbury Provincial Court. 

On July II, the accused, who won't 
be named to avoid identifying his 13- 
year-old stepson, plead guilty to the 
charge of producing a controlled sub¬ 
stance. 

In March of 2001, the Didsbury 
RCMP received information that the 
accused was growing marijuana and 
that his stepson was selling it. 

The RCMP received a search war¬ 
rant and when they got to the resi¬ 
dence, the accused let them inside and 
seemed to know why they were there. 

Upon entering, the RCMP found 21 
pot plants, dried pot, 33 pre-rolled 
joints, $190 cash, pot smoking 
paraphenalia and accessories like 
lamps, nutrients, a scale and baggies. 

The accused also has two stepsons. 
In the room of the 13-year-old boy, live 
marijuana plants were found. 

In the room of the 18-year-old step¬ 
son paraphenenalia was found. 


Even though the accused was quite 
frank about being a long-time pot 
smoker, he denied anything to do 
with trafficking, saying that the mari¬ 
juana was for his own personal use. 

The accused's 18-year-old step son 
was tried in court earlier that week 
for selling joints at the high school 
for $5 each. 

What was reported as most trou¬ 
bling to the RCMP was the fact the 
accused’s activity was being openly 
conducted in front of the children, 
which led them to use and sell the 
drugs themselves. 

"There’s a responsibility on parents 
to provide good counselling and a 
good example. You may have short¬ 
comings in your life but it is 
intollerable for parents to be conduct¬ 
ing illegal activities in your home - 


not only in your home but in front of 
your children," said Judge Cioni. 

"I have an open and honest rela¬ 
tionship with the boys. I don't lie to 
them," said the accused. 

The accused didn't react when he 
was sentenced to four months in jail. 

Local kids are being exposed to 
drugs. Nobody knows that better than 
Gord Fulton, Chair of Didsbury's 
Youth Justice Committee. 

His organization deals with sen¬ 
tencing young offenders in an attempt 
to make them aware of the conse¬ 
quences people face when they com¬ 
mit crimes. 

"This year we have had five cases 
that have been drug related. We also 
know there are a lot more involved in 
drugs," said Fulton saying that some

kids appeared before the Youth Jus¬ 
tice Committee because of an incident 
of theft to buy drugs." 

If defendants that go through the 
Youth Justice Committee are sus¬ 
pected to be involved with drugs and 
alcohol they are sent for a three ses¬ 
sion councilling with AADAC out of 
Olds. From there it is up to Olds to 
mandate whether more sessions are 
necessary. 

While getting help for troubled 
youth is important to the Youth Jus¬ 
tice Committee, Fulton believes more 
needs to be done. 

"In my opinion it is a Band-Aid so¬ 
lution and it doesn't help all kids. We 
are never going to completely stop 
drugs, but I think we can prevent drug 
use by some of the teens." 

In some of the cases that have ap¬ 
peared before the Youth Justice Com¬ 
mittee, youth have stolen items in 
order to buy drugs. There have been 
horrible ramifications to families in¬ 
volved and the organization's goal is 
to try and make the youth aware of 
what they have done. 

Fulton said much of his time is 
spent with kids and that he has open 
communication lines with a number 
of them. He said comments he hears 
from them suggest amount of drugs 
being used in Didsbury is on the in¬ 
crease.

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QUESTION: Philosophically, 1 recognize the need to 
take charge of my kids, but I’d like more specifics. Give 
me a step-by-step approach to discipline that will help me 
do the job correctly. 

DR. DOBSON: Let me outline six broad guidelines that 
I think you’ll be able to apply. These principles represent 
the essence of my philosophy of discipline. 

First: Define the boundaries before they are enforced. 
The most important step in any disciplinary procedure is 
to establish reasonable expectations and boundaries in 
advance. 

The child should know what is and what is not accept¬ 
able behavior before he is held responsible for those rules. 
This precondition will eliminate the sense of injustice that 
a youngster feels when he is punished for his accidents, 
mistakes and blunders. If you haven’t defined it, don’t 
enforce it! 

Second: When you are defiantly challenged, respond 
with confident decisiveness. Once a child understands what 
is expected, she should then be held accountable for be¬ 
having accordingly. 

That sounds easy, but as we have seen, most children 
will assault the authority of their elders and challenge 
their right to lead. In a moment of rebellion, a little child 
will consider her parents’ instructions and defiantly chose 
to disobey. 

Like a military general before a battle, she will calcu¬ 
late the potential risk, marshal her forces, and attack the 
enemy with guns blazing. When that nose-to-nose confron¬ 
tation occurs between generations, it is extremely impor¬ 
tant for the adult to win decisively and confidently. The 
child has made it clear that she’s looking for a fight, and 
her parents would be wise not to disappoint her! 

Nothing is more destructive to parental leadership than 
for a mother or father to disintegrate during that strug¬ 
gle. When the parent consistently loses those battles, re¬ 
sorting to tears and screaming and other evidence of frus¬ 
tration, some dramatic changes take place in the way they 
are “seen” by their children. Instead of being secure and 
confident leaders, they become spineless jellyfish who are 
unworthy of respect or allegiance. 

Third: Distinguish between willful defiance and child¬ 
ish irresponsibility. A child should not be punished for 
behavior that is not willfully defiant. When he forgets to 
feed the dog or make his bed or take out the trash — when 
he leaves your tennis racket outside in the rain or loses 
his bicycle — remember that these behaviors are typical of 
childhood. It is the mechanism by which an immature mind 
is protected from adult anxieties and pressures. Be gentle 
as you teach him to do better. If he fails to respond to your 
patient instruction, it then becomes appropriate to admin¬ 
ister some well-deserved consequences (he may have to 
work to pay for the item he abused or be deprived of its 
use, etc.). Just remember that childish irresponsibility is 
very different from willful defiance, and should be handled 
more patiently. 

Fourth: Reassure and teach as soon as the confronta¬ 
tion is over. After a time of conflict during which the par¬ 
ent has demonstrated his or her right to lead (particu¬ 
larly if it resulted in tears for the child), the youngster 
between 2 and 7 (or older) may want to be loved and reas¬ 
sured. By all means, open your arms and let her come! 
Hold her close and tell her of your love. Rock her gently 
and let her know, again, why she was punished and how 
she can avoid the trouble next time. This moment of com¬ 
munication builds love, fidelity and family unity. 

Fifth: Avoid impossible demands. Be absolutely sure that 
your child is capable of delivering what you require. Never 
punish him for wetting the bed involuntarily or for not 
becoming potty-trained by 1 year of age, or for doing poorly 
in school when he is incapable of academic success. These 
impossible demands put the child in an irresolvable con¬ 
flict. 

There is no way out. That condition brings inevitable 
damage to human emotional apparatus. 

Sixth: Let love be your guide! A relationship that is 
characterized by genuine love and affection is likely to be 
a healthy one, even though some parental mistakes and 
errors are inevitable.

School board trustees meet 
with Alberta ministers

Last Monday, November 19, 
along with Roy Brassard, our 
Chair, and Jim Gibbons, our su¬ 
perintendent, I had the privilege 
of meeting with Learning Min¬ 
ister Lyle Oberg and Infrastruc¬ 
ture Minister Ty Lund. 

Roy had arranged the meet¬ 
ings to address specific issues. 
Bill 16 was to be the focus for 
the meeting with Lyle Oberg, 
while the status of our building 
program, in light of the Govern¬ 
ment's recent cutbacks, was the 
big question for Ty Lund. 

We found Minister Oberg to 
be friendly, receptive, and empa- 
thetic to our cause. He said that 
Bill 16 had already been passed 
the previous Wednesday but it 
was in a version greatly altered 
from the original proposal that 
had really worried us. 

If you remember, the draft 
legislation gave separate boards, 
like Red Deer Catholic, the right 
to expand unimpeded into exist¬ 
ing divisions like ours. Our two 
main objections were that the 
local people had no say in the 
expansion, and that our small 
high schools would find it even 
harder to offer a solid program 
if more students were skimmed 
off to the separate system. 

Thanks to the concerns ex¬ 
pressed by public boards like 
ours, and thanks to the support 
of some MLAs like our own Ri¬ 
chard Marz, the provisions for 
separate expansion reverted 
pretty closely to what they are 
now. If agreement cannot be 
reached between a separate and 
public board then expansion 
can only proceed through the 
existing 4x4 process that in¬ 
volves obtaining majority ap¬ 
proval from the catholic electors 
of an area. Since there was time 
for other things, we pointed out 
how many small high schools we 
have in the division (like Car- 
stairs and Cremona) and how 
they struggle to offer a valuable 
program compared to their 
much larger counterparts in the 
cities. The Minister said he was 


well aware of the situation and 
was very concerned about it. He 
had ordered a complete review 
of the education funding system, 
including the Distance and Spar¬ 
sity grant that affects much of 
Chinook's Edge. 

The Minister of Infrastruc¬ 
ture was the most adversely af¬ 
fected by the budget reductions. 
Our meeting with Ty Lund could 
be summed up briefly - he 
couldn't tell us anything about 
our building projects since he 
did not know what his own 
budget would be after the cut¬ 
backs. However, we were able to 
convey the scope and urgency of 
the projects (these include mod¬ 
ernization to Didsbury High 
and Ross Ford) that his own 
department had placed high on 
a priorities list. 

The next morning we listened 
to Dr. Oberg address trustees 
from across Alberta. He an¬ 
nounced some interesting direc¬ 
tions he plans to take. 

At the kindergarten to grade 
three level he wants to increase 
the emphasis on literacy and 
numeracy. His goal is to have 
all students knowing how to 
read at the end of grade three. 
Also for the same age group he 
wants more physical activity 
(too many students are seden¬ 
tary) and more music in their 
curriculum. The trustees liked 
these moves and applauded en¬ 
thusiastically. For grades four to 
nine the Minister predicted com¬ 
pulsory second language 
courses. There was no applause 
from trustees. They were prob¬ 
ably thinking how difficult it is 
to get second language teachers 
now when it is not compulsory. 

Perhaps the most radical 
change proposed by Lyle Oberg 
is to move what he calls "...the 
year of decision" from grade nine 
to grade ten. He believes grade 


nine students are not ready to 
make decisions about a future 
career direction and need an¬ 
other year of maturation. 

Grade ten will be when stu¬ 
dents firm up the course choices 
that lead to their future employ¬ 
ment but that will be only after 
receiving more career 
counseling than now and on the 
understanding that course 
groupings in grades eleven and 
twelve will allow for more "flu¬ 
idity" and interchange than at 
present. There was stunned si¬ 
lence from the trustees at this 
announcement. Vfe were all still 
trying to get our minds around 
the implications of the Minister’s 
vision. Easier to understand 
was his announcement of the 
launching of Alberta Learning's 
new web site, (make a note of 
this if you're parents; it could be 
very useful), 

www.LearnAlberta.ca The 
star attraction of this site is the 
Online Curriculum Repository - 
OCR. From what we saw and 
heard this appears very signifi¬ 
cant. Parents will not only be 
able to access the entire school 
curriculum at home but also call 
up digital lessons. The example 
we saw was from the elementary 
math resource and was teach¬ 
ing how to find the perimeter of 
a figure. Arrangements are also 
being made with publishers to 
have textbooks on the Internet 
so that they can be printed at 
school, or at home. Furthermore 
Alberta is now the first jurisdic¬ 
tion in the world to have an 
agreement with National Geo¬ 
graphic that lets us access all 
their material on line. 

This looks powerful but it 
raises a question I have men¬ 
tioned before - the educational 
inequity for students who have 
no computer at home because 
their parents cannot afford one.

Kaczmarski appeals development permit decision

Marilyn Kaczmarski 
is at the end of the 
leash, if the subdivision 
appeal board denies her 
appeal application to 
overturn a decision 
made by the county mu¬ 
nicipal planning com¬ 
mission she will have to 
close her animal rescue 
shelter. 

The planning com¬ 
mission’s decision to 
deny Kaczmarski’s per¬ 
mit was based on the 
fact they believed there 
are too many dogs on 
the property even with 
conditions that would 
eventually reduce the 
number of animals to 
20 . 

Following the tied 
vote that defeated 
Kaczmarski’s develop¬ 
ment permit an appeal 
notice was filed and on 
November 22 

Kaczmarski faced the 
appeal board alone. 

In the gallery two of 
her neighbours, Jim 
Klys and Bob Patterson, 
were on hand to voice 
their complaints over 
Kaczmarski’s operation. 

“I do think we need a 
service like this, but 
with her past record I 
don’t think it can hap¬ 
pen here,” said Klys. 
Klys referred to inci¬ 
dents of animals coming 
on to his property, bark¬ 
ing and the fact that at 
one point Kaczmarski 
was asked by the county 
via written notice to re¬ 
duce the number of dogs 
on the property to five 
and she never complied. 

Although Klys did 
have complaints about 
noise, he did offer that 
he couldn’t say if 
Kaczmarski’s were any 
more disturbing than 
other animals on adja¬ 
cent land. 

Both Patterson and 
Klys agree that in the 
last couple of months 
the problems they’ve 
had with animals has 
lessened, but they both 
add they are still con¬ 
cerned. 

“To do this it has to 
be set up in a different 
location and it has to be 
set-up better,” said 
Patterson adding that 
he understands people 
want the service but he 
says it is the adjacent 
landowners that have to 
deal with the problem. 

Since the 

Kaczmarski’s were told 
they had to file for a de¬ 
velopment permit they 
began to make improve¬ 
ments to the facility, a 
difficult venture due to 
the limited funding the 
shelter brings in. In fact 
Kaczmarski says if it 
wasn’t for volunteers, 
donations and out of 
pocket family funding 
the shelter would not

It is those facility im¬ 
provements that 

Kaczmarski attributes 
to the fewer problems 
neighbours have been 
having with animals. 

As well, if the appeal 
is upheld, one of the 
conditions stipulated in 
the development permit 
is the animals will have 
to be brought in at night 
to reduce noise. 

Kaczmarski says 
she’s also looking at de¬ 
veloping a society that 
would eventually mean 
the facility would be eli¬ 
gible for outside source 
funding and it could be 
moved off the property 


to a more central loca¬ 
tion. The new facility 
would also be built to a 
better standard. 

The appeal board 
made few comments on 
the situation but they 
did say there is a prob¬ 
lem here that needs to be 
rectified. 

One comment added 


they saw that there was 
a need for the service in 
the county and that 
there may be a possibil¬ 
ity of a more central and 
permanent site being set 
up. 

The question then is 
are the Kaczmarski’s 
the people that can fill 
the need until the more 


central location can be 
funded and built. 

A decision on the ap¬ 
peal will be made in the 
next couple of weeks. 

Until a decision is 
made Carstairs is the 


only community that 
has chosen to keep 
Kaczmarski’s services. 
The other contracts 
were suspended pending 
the outcome of the per¬ 
mit application.

Cowboys qualify for 
National Finals

Two polished veterans and a brash rookie on the North 
American rodeo circuit from Water Valley, as well as a bull 
rider from Cremona will be challenging the best bucking stock 
in North America and anticipation of being crowned the Jack 
Daneil's/PRCA World Champion. 

Saddle bronc rider Glen O’Neill has travelled to Las Vegas 
six times and at the end of the 10 go-arounds of the NFR has 
placed no worse then fifth in the World standings. The 2000 
CPRA saddle bronc champion earned over $100,000 on the 
rodeo circuit this season tucking $159,705 in his Wrangler 
Jeans. O’Neill finished first overall in the saddle bronc event 
with a margin of $8,000 ahead of second place qualifier Tom 
Reeve, of Eagle Butte, South Dakota. 

Riding on his first complete PRCA season, Water Valley sad¬ 
dle bronc rider Adam Newman earned $56,789 for an NFR 
qualification in 13th place.

It was a bitter sweet victory for Whitlow as two 
years ago he lost an eye on a ride at the Tucson Rodeo. It was 
a remarkable recovery and comeback for the 27 year old cow¬ 
boy, who was looking forward to his first NFR rides.
